It was hoped that the epidemic of 


spotted fever had been entirely stamped 
out at Ihe TraininK Station but such 
was proved to be false, as this week 
another case was discovered and tlie 
victim lived but a short time, while 
another apprentice, who had been suf- 
fering for some time, died on the next 
day. 


The latest victim was apprentice 


John F. Rollfe, his home being in Neb- 
raska. He was one of the last draft of 
apprentices received 
at the station, 


among whom all the cases of spotted 
fever 
have occurred. 
He 
died on 


Wednesday afternoon, the disease hav- 
iug been discovered only a few days be- 
fore. It was thought that as a new 
case of fever had not been developed for 
12 days that all trace of the disease had 
betn stamped out and some of the boye 
in the detention camp had been trans- 
ferred to the new barracks, although 
still kept entirely isolated. -Here Kollfe 
was found to be unwell aud he was 
transferred to the hospital as a suspi- 
cious case. The fever developed and he 
'died in a short time. 


Another death from spotted fever oc- 


cnredat the Training Station on Thurs- 
day, the victim being Harry Gale Bot- 
tenburgof lloanoke, Va. He had hmi 
critically ill for some little time and 
bis 'death was expected. This makes 
the seventh death from this disease. 
There is no fear of the disease commun- 
icating with the regular apprentices at 
tbeslatiou as it has been couliued en- 
tirely to the u«w draft which has been 
kept under strict quarantine. 


The disease thus far has been con- 


fined entirely to the boys who arrived 
in one batch. When 
the fever was 


discovered they bad not been in con- 
tact 
with the other apprentices aud 


they have remained iu strict quarantine 
ever since. As soon as a euliicieut 
number of days elapses without a new 
case developing they will be pronounced 
free from the disease and will be turned 
over to the regular barracks. It was 
hc>-ed that 
that 
time bad 
nearly 


arrived when the new case developed 
and another long wait must follow. 


The old building iu which the ap- 


prentices have been confiued while 
waiting an abatement of the disease 
has. been thoroughly fumigated this 
week. 
Ju fact it came near being en- 


tirely removed as one of the sulphur 
pots boiled over and came near setting 
the building on lire. The fjames were 
discovered by the sentry and the entire 
station responded to the file alarm. 
The flumes were quickly extinguished, 
liecent medical boards have advised 
that the old building be burned any- 
way, but if it is to be burned the au- 
thorities would at least like to attend to 
it iu their own time and not when 
there might be danger of the flames 
communicating with adjoining prop- 
erty.

The vlo- 
luuue of the |>res» gaiius, which seized 
iiieu of all age* nud occupations, wan 
but n prelude to the oppression that 
followed. Dei'i-ut men were herded lu- 
iliscrimimitviy with riilliuus, the rights 
of free born Euglisliuieu were rudely 
nuktched from iheui— for them theuc-e- 
forward there was uo law save the 
will of thu captain and the dread arti- 
cles of war. 
Shore going leave was 


nonexistent, the food was atrocious 
and scanty, punishments were barbar- 
ous, anil the uiiiy tiling served out with 
auy liberality was rum, on which the 
men got drunk iiud then were dogged 
for that uil'euse ut the gratings next 
morning. 


"In Nelson's time the seaman had 


few pleasures save the iirosncct of a 
hot light and his daily piut of run).

When rigged out in his best 


he frequently wore rings in his ears and 
silver buckles on his low shoes, his 
short blue jacket would be decorated 
with gold buttons and colored ribbons 
sewed down the seams to give an addi- 
tional gayety, his waistcoat might b» 
red or cauary, and a black silk hand- 
kerchief 
would be knotted 
loosely 


round his throat.

The 
papers and some of the people began 
to protest against the tearing down of 
the old "sanctuary of freedom," and a 
movement was set on foot to raise 
funds to buy the church from IU pur- 
chaser and to buy also the ground on 
which It stood. This good plan might 
never have succeeded bad It not been 
for one noble and loyal woman In Bos- 
ton, Mrs. Mary Bemenway, of hal- 
lowed memory. When the difficulty of 
securing funds for the purchase of the 
old meeting house became known to 
her she came forward with a gift of 
$100,000, and thus the old meeting 
house was saved to stand as an object 
lesson to the children of future gener- 
ations. 


Having given such a large sum to 


help save the Old South meeting house, 
lira. Hemeuway felt that it should be 
something more than a mere silent 
monument 
She determined that it 


should be a real, living force in our 
country, and particularly to the chil- 
dren of Boston. 
She determined that 


it should rcnow and Increase its fame 
as a temple of freedom aud that its sa- 
cred walls should again echo aud re- 
echo to the sound of patriotic utter- 
ances and that some of these utter- 
ances should come from the lips of the 
boys and girls of Boston, aud thus the 
Old South lecture course nud the Old 
South prizes wore established. Each 
year a prize of $-10 anil another of $-3 
nre given to (ho graduates of the Bos- 
ton hi^h schools \vlio write the best es- 
says ou historic or patriotic topics.

The best position to assume In sleep

Many obscure 
forms of digestive or circulatory disor- 
ders may have been initiated in infancy 
through lying too long upon the back. 


To secure the most perfect repose the 


temperature of all parts should he 
equalized before retiring. Cold feet In- 
duce delay In securing sleep, and It is 
theu shallow when attained. 


It is most unwise to overfill the stom- 


ach before retiring. 
This disturbs 


sleep almost as much as hunger, hut 
moderate eating before sleeping Is not 
hurtful aud is often salutary. 


Body clothing at night should be 


loose, not dense, permitting the ready 


aud just now these | passage of air, never of wool next to 


the skin. 
BeUciothing should not be 


too close of texture, blankets being 
preferable to dense comfortables and 
not tucked In too closely. Air should 
be allowed to pass occasionally under 
the sides, at least as one turns about 
more or less freely. 


Early rising U a salutary custom, es- 


pecially when the day cornea early, not 
otherwise. More sleep la required In 
winter than In summer. The best Bleep 
Is had during the hours of darkn«a. 


Tbe. sleeping room should be cool, 


abundant air being always admitted. 
This should not be Interpreted to mean 
that the room may safely remain In- 
tensely cold. 
Artificial air can and 


should be supplied along with the fresh 
air till the temperature of the room be 
at or near BO or 55 degree! F., for some 
even 00 degrees F.

their vassals and retainers. There Is 
also a third class of captive Chinese 
and their descendants, called "Watzu," 
practically slaves, who are tattooed on 
the forehead with the mark of their 
tribe. 


The Lolos never marry except In 


their own tribes, captive Chinese wom- 
en being given to their bondsmen. The 
marriage of a Black Bone is a time of 
great festivities and many banquets. 
The betrothal Is celebrated and ratified 
by the present of the husband to the 
bride's (amlly of a pig and three ves- 
sels of wine. 


On the wedding morn the bride is 


richly dressed with many ornaments. 
She Is expected to weep profusely, 
whether she feels so Inclined or not. 
In the midst of her tears the groom's 
relatives and friends dash in. seize the 
bride, the best man carries her out of 
doors on his shoulders, she is clapped 
on a horse and hurried off to her new 
home. 
Here she finds horses, cattle 


and sheep, provided by the groom's 
family, while her own people send 
clotlios, ornaments aud coru. Women 
occupy n high position among the Lo- 
los, and a woman chief is not unknown 
among the tribes. New York Herald.

The salt marshes of the Kongo re-

I believe 
that Ibe be*t reeulla would follow ihe 
amending of our present constitution 
iu such a way tbat a coustitutioual 
convention of tbe people could be held 
iu unquestioned compliance with the 
law; aud I believe, further, that Ihu 
change should be proposed by the 
present General Assembly. Until with- 
in a very short time the desirability of 
holding a constitutional convention 
has beeu go complicated with the man- 
ner iu which it should be held aud 
with Ihe changes It might possibly 
recommend, that It has been impossi- 
ble to consider the proposition ou Its 
merits alone. 
At preteul, however, 


tills condition does uol exisl lo DO large 
a degree, aud therefore I urge upon Ibe 
General Assembly the desirability of 
taking steps necessary to put before tbe 
people for their approval or disapprov- 
al an amendment lo the present con- 
stitution under which the people of tbe 
Slate could provide lor the unquestioned 
legal holding of a conttitutlou conven- 
tion at certain definite periods. Such 
action would be in accordance with

Tlw Philippine (arlff bill fathered by 


Chairman Payne has been introduced 
in Ibe House and bids fair to cau>« a 
couple of weeks debate at least. The 
main opposition to the bill comes from 
(he cane and bet-t-sugar interests and 
from (he tobacco trust which says it is 
afraid the American market may be 
flooded by cheap tobacco as Ihe eiwir 
men are atrald It will be flooded with 
cheap sugar. Chairman Payne, and lie 
has Ihe backing of Governor Luke 
Wright aud other expert testniony, 
asserts that there is no danger of sugar 
aud tobacco flooding Ibe American 
market. Iu (ho first place there is uol 
enough laud available for either crop to 
make their great increase a mallei of 
concern to tills country, and there is 
not labor enough available lo raise 
either in great quantities. 


On the other hand it is claimed lhat 


Ihe opening of Ihe Philippines will 
make a fresh market for American leaf 
tobacco for cigar wrappers and will en- 
large Hie Philippine markel In China 
and Japan. Of course Ihe tobacco irusl 
does not want to enlarge Ibe American 
raw leaf market.. H would mean that 
the American grower would have just 
Ihal mucli wider territory iu which lo 
dis|iose of his crop. The American To- 
bacco Company of America and the 
Imperial Company of England have. 
pooled tho Oriental markel to suit 
Iheujselves, and ualiually Ihey do nol 
waul il interfered wilb. Bui it is very 
likely tbat Ihe Philippine larill' hill will 
pass even if lu somewhat amended 
form, and there will be a letting dowu 
of the tariff bars whicb form one of the 
chief obslacles to the material devel- 
opment of the islands.

•world-wide interest manifested In the 
.attitude of the United States dele- 
.gates to the coming Morocco conference 
it can be stated that the American dele- 
gates will attend the ifutlicrlug with 
vpau niiuds; above all, they stand abso- 
lutely uncommitted to either the Her- 
man or the French contentions. Were 
these conditions otherwise, they would 
be doomed in advance to failure in 
.their principal object, which is to har- 
monize what may turn out to be di- 
vergent and hostile interests. 


Aside 
from 
unimportant 
details, 


everything these delegates do will be 
ad referendum; on all important-issues 
that may arise the American delegates 
will ask instructions from 
Washing- 


ton whenever tin? question is such that 
It was impossible for Secretary Koot 
to direct them in advance how to act. 
After receiving such instructions, the 
American delegates will formerly re- 
cord the position of America, but not 
before. 


The empire of Morocco, an absolute 


despotism, has been iu'a state of tur- 
moil for many years past, owing to the 
natural course of events In a country 
unrestricted by any laws, civil or re- 
ligious, and also on account of 
the 


steady warfare which the sultan has 
had to wage against the pretenders to 
the throne. 


This caused u feeling of uneasiness 


among the Arab tribes in Algeria, the 
adjoining French territory, and led'to 
efforts on the part of France to assume 
u guardianship over Morocco.

It is two tablespoonsfiil 
of lemon juice, one of glycerine, and 
one of almond oil — colorless oil by the 
way, for experience lends reason to the 
idea that most oils and vaseline dis- 
color and darken the hands.

to whiten and soften the bands. It is 
made of eight tablespoonsful of pale

Horses, besides performing many feats 
which are (might them, often show 
consideiahle intelligence in unfasten- 
ing gates or lulling down bars «> (hut 
they may escape I'lom Ihe pasture. 


One ot the most beautiful feats that I 


have ever seen performed by horses is 
Ihe high diving oy "King" and"Queen." 
These- two beautiful animal* were, raised 
on a western American farm; they are 
bulb snowy while and perfectly formed. 
King has dark, lustrous eyes, while his 
mate ban light blnu ones; both have 
pinkish muzzles, and both are kept im- 
maculately clean and carefully groom- 
ed, as such valuable animals should be. 


It is said that they were kept iu pas- 


tuicsonlhe opposite sides of a river, 
Ihe bank on tha side on which K'ng 
was kept being high and overhanging 
the water. Both animals had always 
shown a fondness for the water, »ud 
one would often make the plunge into 
the river and swim across to join Us 
mate. From watching this perform- 
ance was conceived the idea of training 
them to exhibit m public, an idea 
which was carried out with the greatest 
success 


A "knock-down" staging was con- 


structed, and is carried about with the 
horses aud used al every performance; 
It lias an Incline of about thirty degrees, 
aud the top In about thirty feet above 
the water; about two feet below the top 
plalfoim Is a small one, on which the 
horses place their feet just before mak- 
ing the plunge; this is so that tbeir 
bodies may lake a more vertical posi- 
tion, aud (hat they might strike the 
water with the least resistance. 


They require about twelve feet of wa- 


ter in "which to make their dive. They 
are most often shown at places where 
there IB a natural body.of water for the 
purpose; but frequently a pit IB dug, 
and the bottom covered with canvas 
which is filled with water, and iu this 
Improvised lank they do their "stunt" 
twice daily— In the afternoon aud even- 
ing.The two horses are statioued at the 
point where they are to leave the water, 
and one of them, usually Queen first, is 
led to the foot ol the Incline. With a 
toss of her head, she quickly runs to the 
top of the staging, looks over to see If 
the course is clear, then without hesita- 
tion drops her fore feet to the small plat- 
form aud makes the leap. They strike 
the water with their fore feet extended 
and the head thrown back on the ahoul- 
ders, so that the shock Is not unduly 
great. They are under wuter from three 
to six seconds; then, with a shake of 
the bead to clear the water Horn the 
eyes, each makes for theepot where the 
mato iu standing. King is apparently 
prouderand molt deliberate than Queen ; 
he goes up the incline slowly, and 
pauses nt the top to look about at the 
crowd of people below, often whinny- 
ing, apparently to attract attention to 
himself. He makes Ihemore graceful 
dive of the two, keeping his fore feel 
straight, while Queeu has hers doubled 
when in the air. As soon as they come 
from the water they are rubbed dry, 
covered with blankets, and led to the 
stable, wheie they are carefully groomed.

yearn, a well-read ot eveu au iuduniri- 
OUB lawyer, but he was popular aud 
hud tin extensive, if not very lucrative, 
practice, which he was entirely will- 
ing to intrust to his new asf-nciate. In- 
deed, when the firm \van fotmed hewati 
co deeply engronEed in politicrvthut he 
guve litileor no attention to law, and 
Lincoln hud to at^ume virtually all re- 
sponsibility for the biiBineprt. 


Ot course if the procedure had lieen 


complicated or technical, a novice would 
have cpeedilv cnme to (jriet; but the 
character of litigation was very simple 
in those days, the precedents were few 
and far between, and the legal forms 
exctediiitf elastic. Lincoln met such 
difficulties aa there \vfre in iiis own 
\\iiy, asking aw little advice as possible 
mid exercising his idgenuily to bridge 
t h c g n p H i i / hiH information when his 
piiiiiit't was not iivailnhle for consulta- 
tion. The habit of founding on htaowu 
feet and doing liis own thinking, which 
was ilum forced upon him at Ihe very 
outtii't of his practice, became hiH most 
notable trait. One of bin coniempora- 
rieh closely in touch with IIJH profes- 


fioual life loliliL',- that he never a.^kcd 
another lawyer'.* advice on any fiil-ject 
whatscevei. 
JHe listened to 
IIJM asi-o- 


ciates and consulted \\llh them, but he 
woiked out his own problems, and there 
\*a* never anything oi the "brain tap- 
per" auoul his rehilioiifs wiih the bar.

Bui notwithstanding tins enormous 
progress the railroad construction of 
WO was, taking into account the |iop- 
ulalion and financial resources of liiat 
period, truly wonderful. 
Indeed, so 


far in advance of other countries in 
railroad construction wan the United 
males that M. Thiers, then the prime 
win inter ol France rent M. Che\al.er, a 
leading Fi-inch engineer, to the United 
States m order to examine the public 
works in Ibis country. 


Yet tlie raihoads in 1640 were limit 


only lu the slatesof Maine, New Hamp- 
shire, Ma.-ttichlisfll*, Khode Island. 
Connecticut, New York, New Jeisey, 
Pennsylvania, 
Delaware, Mnrvl-md, 


Virginia, riuutli Carolina, (jeoruta, Ala- 
baiuu, Louisiana and Kentucky. 1'rac- 
lically the eutlre railroad mileage was 
east 
of the 
Allegheny mountains. 


There were, however, under consunc- 
liou at that time about 160 iiuk-a of 
road in Ohio and 200 in Mlchigun. The 
.Erie Hallway waa projected and this 
was then regarded as a gigantic work, 
as indeed it was. Most of tlie railroad 
tracks iu 
18-10 were imported from 


abroad. The trains weie driven at a 
maximum rate of twenty live miles an 
hour. 
It is worthy of note that the 


author of 1840 concluded his article by 
statiuK that the railroad car uiiglit he 
pressed to the speed of sixty ujiles an 
hour. 
It bus taken practically one- 


half a century to achieve that result. 
He did not think, however, that it was 
a vain imagining to look forward for 
the distance of oiie-lmlf a century into 
the commercial position of our nation. 
"The 
new agents," he says,' -'which 


have been but recsutly called to the as- 
sistance of UIHU, must vastly accelerate 
his progress; and with modern nations, 
.years aie but as days. We have full 
conviction that at that period the riv- 
ers and lakes of our country will tie 
crowded with steamships, and manu- 
facturing 
establishments will 
smile 


upon our wateifalis, well regulated by 
law, and turning out fabrics which wil! 
bear a sate competition with those of 
foreign importance. We believe that 
our railroads and their kiudied works 
will so eros-s the country that to travel 
to Its remotest points will be as easy as 
to move the little palmed blocks on the 
surface of* checkerboard. 


"The manufacturing districts of the 


«ut will pour their products, whether 
they be the fruits of machinery or of 
navigation, into the west by tbeir loug 
Hues of railroads, and the golden bar- 
vents of rice, and sugar, aud cotton, and 
tobacco, which now adorn the sunny 
plains of the south, will be carried along 
the same Hacks, to feed the mauufac- 
turlug system of the east, or the grow- 
ing population of the west. We believe 
that the west, iu return, will poll* 
down upou the mouth and upon the 
east the agricultural products which 
will then bespread over the wide sur- 
faces of the prairies of Illinois, the oak- 
lauds of Michigan, the rich land of 
Ohio, aud the forests of Indiana, as 
well as the mountains of lead and cop- 
per, coal aud irou, which now lie im- 
bedded in the soil of Missouri, Wiscon- 
sin, and Iowa, and the hills of western 
-Pennsylvania. 
We believe that these 


several products, transported to their 
places of shi'puient, will be exported 
abroad in steamships at the east and 
west—at New Orleans ad well as New 
York, mwii.the Ohio as well as upon 
the Hudson and that the republic will 
become a producing aud exporting na- 
tion, made thus by the agency of 
steam." 


When it was remembered that this 


was written sixty-five years ago it may 
be truly said that this was indeed 
prophecy. 


The author of 1840 said that that was 


an age of what a French writer termed 
the age of "industrial feudalism." 
If 


it was proper to use that term as de- 
scribing the time of 1810, surely it la 
81111 more proper to use it as describing 
the year of 1908. ludustrial feudalism 
has been developed by steam aud elec- 
tricity. The special problem which has 
been evolved from tuis coudition is the 
problem how to preveut these -great 
tools of meu from oecuuiiiig the mas- 
ters of rneu. The railroads of the Uni- 
ted States have become so great, and 
their control has become so concen- 
trated, that it has been necessary to 
create a policy of government control. 
It would Mem as if the writer of 1840 
had some dim conception of this very 
condition, aud his purate "well regulat- 
ed by law" it one that might consist- 
ently appear iu an annual message 
written by Theodore .Roosevelt.
